
AMENDMENT TO 

RULES COMMITTEE PRINT 118–10 

OFFERED BY MR. MOYLAN OF GUAM 

At the end of subtitle C of title VII, add the fol-

lowing: 

SEC. 753. STUDY AND REPORT ON HEALTH CARE NEEDS OF 1

VETERANS IN GUAM. 2

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary of Veterans Affairs 3

and the Secretary of Defense shall conduct a study to— 4

(1) determine if the health care needs of vet-5

erans in Guam are being met by the clinics in Guam 6

that are approved by the Secretary of Veterans Af-7

fairs as of the time when the study is conducted; 8

(2) identify the root causes of, and ways to 9

solve, the backlog of appointments for veterans seek-10

ing examinations at such clinics; and 11

(3) determine if there is a need for an expanded 12

presence in Guam of health care options approved by 13

the Secretary of Veterans Affairs in order to meet 14

the demand of veterans in Guam, the Common-15

wealth of the Northern Mariana Islands, and the 16

Freely Associated States as of the time when the 17

study is conducted. 18
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(b) REPORT.—Not later than March 1, 2024, the 1

Secretary of Veterans Affairs and the Secretary of De-2

fense shall submit to the appropriate congressional com-3

mittees a report on the results of the study conducted 4

under subsection (a). 5

(c) APPROPRIATE CONGRESSIONAL COMMITTEES DE-6

FINED.—In this section, the term ‘‘appropriate congres-7

sional committees’’ means the following: 8

(1) The Committee on Veterans’ Affairs of the 9

House of Representatives. 10

(2) The Committee on Veterans’ Affairs of the 11

Senate. 12

(3) The Committee on Natural Resources of the 13

House of Representatives. 14

(4) The Committee on Energy and Natural Re-15

sources of the Senate. 16

(5) The Committee on Health, Education, 17

Labor, and Pensions of the Senate. 18
